THE ALLEGED PIRACY OFF GREEN 
ISLaRp. 


INQUIRY AT THE MAGISTRACY. 
To-day at the Mayistracy Mr H. Ey 
Wodehouse held an inquiry into the onse 
of alleged piracy reported to the police on 
the morning of-3rd inst. 


Inspector Hanson said—At 2.30 a.m. on 
the morning of 3rd inat., Li Lia came te 
the Yaumati Station and rep rtd that a 
boat, in which he and three other men had 
beon in off Sandy Buy, near Groen fs- 
land, bad been attacked by two fishin;

orn shot dead and two woinded. Tha 
Rplice found the dead body on the fink. 

‘iero was only tho one man oat of the 
four uninjured. Tbe wounded men wero 
sent to the Hospital, and the body was 
taken to the Mortuary. Tho statement of 
tho two wounded mon did not correspond 
with the statement of this man, and after 
farther inquiries this man retracted his 
former statement and told the truth, Soven 
men left in tho boat on the night of the 
2nd inat. to way-lay a smuggler carrying 
raw opium frum the Colony.

Wharf, who 
dosoribed himsolf as an old opium smuggler 
and who seems to have beon the originator 
of the enterprise, stuted that hs knew 
opium was to ba smuggled that night, and 
his intention was to iatercept the smug: 
gling craft, got the opium handed over to 
the Customa Officials, and obtain half of its 
value ag reward. Tho tragedy took place 
inside the waters of Hongiong,

NOTES FROM PEKING. 

Tt is « characteristic of alt the wells fuuod 
in the Great Plain of Chins—oxtending

whatover ‘it. may be, or if you do, 
you may live to repent it, Tho Roman 
Catholics, with thoir vast experience and 
their continental experience, havo inde:d. 
been able to naturalize in Chinn some new 
handicrafts, suob as the repairing of watohes, 
to tha great advantage of all parties. 
But sach success is exceptional; slectro- 
platiag looks well as a now industry, and 
tho facilitics for ita practice in China are 
great, But expetience shown that it-isa 
doubtful blessing, tho tendency to palm off 
plated articles as: puto silver being more 
than ‘human watore can bear.’ ‘The braid- 
ing of strow-braid. seemed .at one timo on 
alluring avenue to honest indopendenco, 
but the persiatont and unblushing frands ia 
ita manafacture, soon began to play tha 
golden guose, and extirpated (he possible 
go'doneges. At first sight any particular 
Ohinose community to which our atton- 
tion happens to ba directed, appeara tu be 
totally deatitute. of a multitude of things 
which they must find (we should suppose).

it lacks, which it would welcome, and 
which would be of real and permanent uso, 
the xnswer is by no ‘means so obvious. 
Whenever this subject is broached wa 
mentally recur to ao illum nating incident 
which cocurred many yoare ogo in this part 
of China. A missionary in the interior had 
ason born te him, and his Ohiness neigh- 
boura hit upon the happy expedient of all 
combining td order a ailver neck-chain ns 
8 complimentary ‘testimonial.’ In a mo- 
ment of weakness and inadv: rience on the 
part of tho proud fathor this project woa 
not strangled at its inceptio:, and when 
carried inte execution the gift, represvat- 
ing every family in a village of an hundred 
families, must be acknowledged in somo 
way. The Chinese, of course, would 
rather have had a feast, whion repro- 
sorts to them the: higheat joys of which 
their natures ato capable. But the obsti-- 
nate foreigner would not give a feast, and 
was thus put om doing instead somo- 
thing else, which he desircd to be strictly 
probouo publico. It must be something use- 
ful—permanently useful, and in which all 
the village could chare. .The problem prov- 
ing unexpectedly knutty, neighbors wero 
called in to brood over it, and at last, asa 
result of sleepless nights, and anxious days, 
it was decided to procure a fureign pump, 
and {nsert it in the neare.t well of the vil- 
lage, where -its lubor-saving excollenciva 
must be apparent to all. An enthusiastic 
colleagae volunteered to provide a stone 
wataring-trough, and the plan was aub- 
titted to the deputation of tho village 
eldora, who had called to know what waa 
to be dune, A ftor consultation they speedily 
retirned with the following criticisms : 

1, ‘It is proposed tu erect the “ waburs 


the workmen from being drowned, In 
many regions ihe surface water, which 
ulone is to be bad, is uot only brackish, 
but is certain to cause a ‘ cow-in-the-bowels’ 
if any one uses it, who isnot accustomed 
to it—an evil of great magnitude, and 
wholly indarable. That thore is better 
water to be had lower down in the carth 
is well known to the Chivese, but tho in. 
formation is of nv value as it capnot be 
acted upon. 

In one instance many years ago o resi- 
dent of Tientsin imported u sct of tubes for 
a ‘idrive-weli,’ hoping to be able to socure 
a supply of pure water on the premises and 
avoid bringing watur frum tho distant and 
polluted river, But after the yard bad 
been peppered with holes from which iasued 
very insdequate supplies of very unsatia- 
factory fluid, the attampt was abanduned, 
aa ane of the workmen nuively ex- 
plained, because *the mote you went 
down, the more thee was oo water!’ 
Qne of the most troublesome strata 
an where to ba met by welkdiggers in 
any land is quick-sand. There ara exten. 
sive districts in North Cbioa, where thia 
exints to such -n extent a8 to make » brow 
per well atmort a phynical taporsibiiiry. 
The opsning is altrays caving im, and even 
shovid the brick tall eatitcossfully Lower- 
wd intil Water Is atkuok, thero fs still no 
guaranted that when it b gine tu percolate 
through the treacherous sei, -he whale 
lining of the well will not be aucked into 
the abyss below as a glovo-firger is turned 
wrong side ont, leaving only ao smor- 
phous bole, with no water. The poor 
villagers in these helpless regions, are in- 
dead ina wretched plicht. As we'la are 
sot to he had, the people have oo resoures 
but to dig lurge shallow pits, with a de- 
preasion in the center, into which a little 
water rises. In tho morning whocver ar- 
rives earliest at this water-hole with his 
buckets, has the first chance. He scoops 
up 4s much as be can, or as mach as thero 
is, and then the nex' comer takea his turn, 
wait ng for the slow filling uf the scant and 
turbid reservoir. Upon these torme, life, 
to most of us, world scarcely seom to bo 
worth living for the amount of water co - 
sumed is perhaps the best ough gauge of 
the advancement of civilisaliva. 

Is there any remedy for the wos arising 
from brackish water, which tested by litwuz- 
paper is found to have all the ates and 
Wes from which reasonable water should 
be fres? Can anything be dane for the un- 
happy denizeng of quick-sand districts, of 
whose water it may be said as of the Seotch 
lad’s groel that ic is sour, grimy, smuky 
and burned, ' and besidés there’s.not enow’ of 
tt? The ' drive-well’ ig not the only form 
of tubing which hag heen successfully om. 
ployud to get atthe deepersypplivsof flowing 
water, ulmost everywhere to by found. In 
California, where irrigation is carried to a 
high dagres of perfection, wolls are sunk 
by means of tunes [made of galvauized- 
iron, The tubes resemble a stove-pipo, 
and aro awiftly rivetted at the joints, and 
by auitable pressurs on the upper end 
they pags through ordinary soi! rapidly, 
the eatth being removed at the top agit is 
brought up from below by the suger. Un. 
der the manazement of a couple of experts, 
a well from forty to fifty foot deep, may 
be sunk in a few hours, at d cost of about 
seventy-five csots a foot. ¢ Whole cost 
vot an outit sufficient to sin threo or four 
wells, with all the appliances needful, is 
estimated to be not above two hundred 
dollars (gold). An enterprising missionary 
physician living in the interfor, who knows 
a good deal about China, and even more 
about Califurnia, is planu{ay to import 2

The ptmp-vaives boname gogied 
with He sand, and welt Bob work, and 
tha pamp Wad Ya be withdrawn from the 
Well. ff View of all these consiluratiunaa 
pump dd not asem to be exaotly the thong 
tor thevvcasion, Enthusiasm was fullawed 
by comparative despair and at lestthe matter 
was compromised by a subscription and 
abvnt a shou of sycee ($50),to the repair uf 
an eastern rampartaround thevilluge, thronu 
up iv times of rebellion. The money was 
paid and went somewhere, and so far as 
wo know, nofurther attempt was ever made 
to introduce tho bacillus of Occidental civi- 
lization iato tha public Economy of that 
particular villuge !
